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At the present time the subject of educa- 
tion is justly considcicd of great impoi t-inco. 
In this urticlc we projiose to coiiliiii' our re. 
murks to liome cihu'iition. Miny ol'ilic errois 
in home trniuing .spiin;,' tVom ihc inability of 
parents to iiroperly unileisliunl llie nature 
and inclination of the cliildreii. .^iuce none 
can hope to be successful in llio training of 
children unless they can cuter into t!io 
child's feelings and thoroughly understand 
bis nature. • In other words, none need expect 
correct isVils the causes of which they do 
' lior 'linderstnnd, nor forscr noble qualities 
or 'm{nd and heart, which they fail to appre- 
ciate.)' i i 

The dullest intellect can readily ace that 
unless one is familiar with requit'ements of a 
plant it is useless to attempt its cultivation, 
because something left undone or wrongly 
done may blight its early growth and destroy 
the crop. But many who undertake the 
government of children do so without any 
knowledge of what the child needs ; thoy 
reason that all children ought to bo treated 
alike therefore they lay down a certain act 
of rules, and insist upon tiieir observance. It 
is very diflicult to convince some people that 
Charlie, who, merrj' and full of mischief, can- 
not l» made Keep '((3 quiet as George, who is 
graver and 'more sedate ; or that Henry, who 
is slow and plodding, cannot, if ho will, kcpp 
step with l-'rcd who is active and impulsive. 
They fail to see that mischievousness, activity 
and nervousness arc a part of the child's no. 
lure. That it requires a very great efFort for 
Charlie to keep sober, or Henry to step quick, 
therefore they opply the rod freely j but in- 
stead of mending matters they make them 
worse. 

Children coniiiionly ptissea.s vory g03tl 
qualities, una ii h the duty of parents to dis- 
cover these qualities and foster theni; thus, 
instead of directly suppressing the evil, wo 
should develope the good, which will in time 
' overcome that which is bad.' Wecannotex- 
pcct at one stroke to drive from the youth- 
ful mind all that we dislike ; all wo con do is 
to trust to good influence, and endeavour to 
interest their youthful minds In the higher 
and nobler aspirations. We have seen parents 
who were ready to severely censure the 
slightest defect iu tlie characters or actions of 
their children, but seldom did they attempt 
to point out the right path ; they simply told 
the child that he was taking the wrong road, 
but did not inform him where to find the 
right one. 



The season is not so far oQ' when bedding 
plants may be planted outside when they are 
to bloom during the summer and early 
autumn. Most people make a mistake iu 
planting out too early. North of latitude 42 
degrees the first of June is early enough. 
There is nothing gained by haste but much 
may be lost It must be remembered that 
all those plants, besides being naturally ten- 
der, are made more so by the forced conditions 
in which florists grow tliem. Hence, when 
ejposed to chilling wind tliey are a long 
time in recovering. 

Geraniums, vcibcnft.^, petunias, coleus, 
acharanthus. mescmbreanthcmums, fuchsias, 
carnations and all this class of tender plants 
may be ordered at any time in May. The 
eooner the better ; but keep them in the pota 
somewhere where Ihoy may bo protected, and 
five them such air as they can stand until 
both the nights and days are permanently 
warm. Then set them out in n well prepared, 
'Sheltered place, and they will give con- 
stant Botisfaction until frost comes.

As a inoasurn of seIf-])rotectioii the 
Oanadinn Goveiiinii-nl have recently 
proclaimed tlio proliil^itiou of the fur- 
ther importation or iutroductiou into 
the.proyinces.of Quebec, Ontario, Xow 
Brunswiolc^ Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward's Island of cattle from tin; 
United States. 'I'lio i)res.s of the re- 
public loudly declaim against tliis order, 
which is a severe blow to agricultur- 
ists south of the line. _ Eut what con- 
Rid'eration have the Americans ever 
siiown "for Canada's interests when 
framing tnrifls and issuiui; restrictive 
orders'! Since the abrogation of the 
Reci[)roclty Treaty there has been a 
steady outilow of Canailian gold to pur- 
chase American agricultural products ; 
and the high scale of U. S. Customs 
duties was pur])0sely framed to preclude 
the possibility of trade comity with 
Canada. The entire commercial legis- 
lation of the United States towards 
Canada has been hostile, and if the 
latter has at last adopted a retaliatory 
policy it ill-becomes the former to 
"squeal." Observe the way that Brit- 
ish Columbia has been and is being 
treated. Her coal is mot with a heavy 
customs duty at American ports, whilst 
until quite recently coal entered Cana- 
dian ports free of duty. The duty on 
our oils and fish being prohibitory the 
products of our fisheries cannot be ex- 
ported to the United States at all, be- 
cause that powerdeclinos to rocognizotho 
Washington Treaty as ajjplicable to 
British Columbia for the reason that 
we did not enter the Confederation un- 
til a • few months subsequent to the 
ratification of the Washington Treaty. 
As was shown the other day the 
Province imported from Oregon and 
California in the twelve months end- 
ing June 30th, 1879, y lOl.OOO worth of 
agricultural products, our exports of 
similar goods during that ])eriod only 
amounting to a paltry §2,200. When 
the Canada Pacific Railway .shall have 
spanned the 125 mile gap between the 
markets on the Coast and the fertile 
prairies of thn frront, Tntfirinr, liritish 
Columbia will no more send her gold 
abroad to buy the prime necessaries of 
life. She will spend it among her own 
farmers, who will then become sharp 
competitors with Oregon and California 
in the wheat markets of the Old 
World. When Emory's Bar and 
Savona have been joined by "bands of 
iron and hooks of steel" Canada may 
enact laws to shut out American farm 
products altogether, for anything the 
people of the Pacific Province will care, 
They would prefer reciprocal trade rela- 
tions, of course, but if tiiosc are not 
attainable it will not be the fault of 
Canada.

The Pall Mall Gazdti> remarks that 
the rapid increase of debt in New 
Zealand is likely to cause some un- i 
easiness to all who are interested in ' 
that colony. Not only is the colony j 
itself largely indebted, but the various | 
tjwns and municipalities are borrowing j 
to an extent which may easily i)rove 
dangerous. This of course will not be 
felt so long as the borrowing, the build- 
ing of public works, and the assisted 
immigration go steadily on, but should 
any check oceur grave difliculties 
might follow; for it should not be for- 
gotten that the whole of th(> debt, 
amounting to more than .£50 a h.oad of 
the population, is in foreign hands, 
and consequently the interest upon it 
has to bo sent out of the colony. If it 
should prove that miscalculations have 
been made in the value cf the public 
works, and if the demand for the 
Crown lands falls off — both quite con- 
ceivable events — the position of New 
Zealand might be uncomfortable. We 
do not .say that this is a reason for 
alarm, or even distrust, but there is 
certainly quite enough in the present 
state of afi'airs to make us wish that 
the people of New Zealand would not 
discount their future quite so heavily. 
There is no finer colonj' within the 
circle of the British possessions; the 
climate is specially suited to men of 
our race; and any financial mismanage- 
ment which should check its growth 
would be most deplorable. 



DETAILS OF THE FOUU PLAY. 

Mayvilm:, N.Y., Oct, IG.— The boat 
race has como to a most inglorious end. 
Late this morning the air was filled 
with rumors that Courtney's boats were 
stove, and another that they had been 
cut last night. A visit to Courtney's 
quarters disclosed facts as rej)orted by 
Courtney's nephew and Burt Brown, 
who liad been with him as attendants 
and taking care of the boats. I^ast 
evening about six they left the boat 
house, locking it on the shore side with 
a padlock and on the river side simply 
hooking it and driving a nail over the 
hook. Ileturning about eight from the 
village they founil that the river-door 
had been forced, the imil broken and 
both the boats out with a saw. The 
one made for tlie race was cut two- 
thirds through, 12 feet 10 inches from 
the bow. The working boat was cut 
entirely througli, G feet t inches from 
tlio stern. The two men kept the mat- 
ter secret from Courtney until this 
morning. What will be done as to 
post[)oning the race or disposing of the 
prizes is unknown as yet. The referee, 
officers and backers of the two men are 
now in consultation. 

UNITED .STATE.^. 

Ni:w YouK, Oct. IG. — 1'uesday's 
elections seem to be generally accepted 
as the death knell of Greenbackism 
and other side issues. 

The number of voters who registered 
in this city yesterday was 50,317, mak- 
ing SD,0.39 for two days, an increase of 
GOlO over the number registered on the 
first two days of registration in 1878. 

Columbus, Ohio, Oct, IG. — The Re- 
publicans have a' majority of 8 in the 
Senate and a certainly of 3.') majority 
on a joint ballot. 

The Herald says the conclusion of 
a treaty fair to both parties between 
Spain and China on the subject of 
Celestial residents in the Ever Faithful 
Isle will astonish those American haters 
of the heathen Chinee who have re- 
gai'ded Spain as a narrow and arrogant 
power. 

TEXAS. 

St. Louis, Oct. IG. — A despatch 
from San Antonio, Texas, says General 
Ord, commanding the department, re 
ceived the following dispatch to-day: — 
"FoiiT C'OXCHO, Oct. 15. 

"Col. Hatch, commanding the dis- 
trict of Now Mexico, informs me that 
large bodies of well-armed Apaches are 
going south towards Texas, They are 
probably renegades from Indian Terri- 
tory and Mexico. Have arranged to 
intercept them and to reinforce and 
concentrate forces when necessary.

' The recent newspaper war between 
Germany and Russia having given rise 
to many speculations concerning the 
oflensivo and defensive power of several 
European States, some particulars re- 
specting various armies which have 
been furnished to mo on good authority 
may bo read with interest at this mom- 
out. To begin with Germany, the re- 
organization of that army was fully 
carried out in ISGG, since which time 
the annual recruiting Imf! produced 1,- 
300,000 men. After nn^king duo de- 
duction for dead, sick, etc., the strength 
of the German army may be fairly put 
down at 1,250,000 men of the line and 
the reserves and the First Landwehr, 
all of whom had been thoroughly drill- 
ed and ready to enter the field at any 
moment, 'i'liese men are of various 
ages_. from 35 to 50 years of age. Tliose 
would, after making due deduction, 
number 1,300,000 men. All these 2,- 
550,000 soldiers can bo marched in 24 
hours after being called, as all the 
Quartermaster's arrangements are made 
in time of peace to enable this to bedone. 
From this total must bo deducted 
200,000 for the fortress&i; 150,000 for 
the coast and against Denmark and 
150,000 for depots; so that 2.100,000 
men are in'ailablo for real warfare, ami 
the last of whom would only require a 
fortnight at the most to bo on the 
frontiers. The border fortifications 
on the French side are completely fin- 
ished and are fully armed. They are 
furnished with largo stores of pro- 
visions, and communicate with the in- 
terior of the country by means of good 
railways, France has, of course, good 
fortresses also on the German frontier, 
and these are strengthened by smaller 
barricading forts, but in addition to the 
fact that they will not be completed and 
in thorough working order before 1881, 
Oernumy has t he advantage of a con- 
vex frontier which would facilitate 
concentric attacks, such as are regarded 
by military authorities as the most 
successful. The .strength of the French 
army is, on ].apor, 3,G0O,00O men, but 
Sir Garnet W'olsoley as well as other 
authorities, calculates it as only about 
l,snn.nnn n.nnn<v u-hon, nvr. more than 
600,000 undrilled 'men, l^esides this, 
the state of the territorial army and 
the Garde Mobile is so doubtful that 
France is considered to have ready for 
the beginning of a war not more than 
1,000,000, of whom 100,000 must bo 
deducted for garri.sons, itc, leaving 
000,000 really available for action. 
Russia's force, although given on pajier 
at 1,800,00 men cannot, as wa,s ex- 
plained at the beginning of the recent 
dispute, exceed 400,000 men on the 
German frontier.

For instance: Tiierc 
is a lilook liehi by a man not living in 
the country and tho pipes run all 
round the block and ho i.s not asked to 
pay one cent; but as soon as a man 
buys a lot and puts a liouso on it, if he 
dpes not take the water then he is com- 
pelled to jiay half water rates. Accord- 
ing to iny idea that is not just, because 
tlic man who builds the house and 
makes it lii.s homo i.s a benefit to tho 
country, wlioi'oas f he man wlio owns tlie 
block takes the moiujy when the block 
is .sold to his home in another country. 
Tlieii, again, I do not think the water 
rate i.s fairly divided. For instance: 
Hero are A ami B, neighbours. A 
usi.'.s from one to two buckets per day 
for domestic purpose,s, having no family, 
;uul p.'ivs .si. 50 per month. B uses 
more wtitor in oiU! week than A does 
in a year and pays from $?. to .93 per 
month. I think that part might bo 
inoiulcd to make those that use it pay 
for It.

It i.s fully expected that on Novem- 
ber 2, the fir.st day of Michaelmas 
Term, some of tiio judges will adminis- 
ter justice in tho new London Law 
Courts. 

Lord Ciielmsford has been "publicly 
received" and "addressed"at Zyuiing- 
ton. In roply' to tho Major of that 
place he said he was not the broken- 
down man ho had been represented to 
bo, and though he was glad to repose 
he should be ready at twenty-four 
hours' notice whenever Her IMajesty 
again required his services. 

According to the Natal Mercnr;/ a 
Zulu was lately found wliose head was 
.so thick that his frontal bone succcss- 
tuiiy withstood tho shot of a regulation 
revolver fired point blank at a distance 
of five yards. The bullet lodged in the 
flesh — so runs tho story — but in at- 
tempting to reach tlie brain it was as 
hopeless as the poet Bloomfield's rats 
wero when tlioy tried to bite a Suffolk 
cheese. 

Lord Oranmore lias written a letter 
in which he .says that landlords should, 
when able to afford it, grant reductions 
of rent, and that he is himself willing 
to bear some of the pressure of the 
timo.s; but adds that there are many 
cases in which the landlord is in the 
same case as the tenantry, and that 
this fact should bo recognized. He 
says, also, that many estates are heavi- 
ly mortgaged, and that extravagant re- 
ductions of rent, in obedience to a 
clamor, are more ruin to the landlord. 
He declares that the potato crop is 
above an average, and the oat crop the 
best for many years, if there be wea- 
ther to get it in. The only claim to a 
concession, he considers, arises in the 
case of the smallest tenants. 

A letter to the London Duihj Xews 
says that Rangoon, the "Royal City of 
Goms," is becoming more and more 
like a pandemonium upon earth. The 
streets are thronged with multitudes 
on their way to or from tho gambling 
hells. Men are selling their wives to 
buy tickets ; fathers are prostituting 
their daughters to get money for an- 
other chance ; bands of robbers infest 
the suburbs and outlying districts j all 
trade is at an end. "When the craze is 
gone with the money, and his Majesty 
sends round tho tax-collector to replen- 
ish his coffers, there will bo a scene of 
riot in tho capital which will avenge 
and exceed the atrocities of February. 
In the provinces rebellion stalks about 
unchecked and apparently unheeded. 
The whole kingdom is going to ruin. 

George Arbuthnot, M. P., in a let- 
ter to the London I'hnes of September 
10th, criticizes severely the appoint- 
ment of a Royal Commission to enquire 
into and report on "Colonial Defence." 
He says his questions in the House of 
Commons elicited the following facts; 
That the "British fleet in the Pacific re- 
mains without any dock accommoda- 
tion nearer than Sydney, Hong Kong, 
or the British Isles," and that tho ''only 
bright sidn of the picture exhibited by 
the official replies to my questions was 
the satisfactory announcement of Sir 
M. H. Beach that four commissions in 
tlie regular army will be annually given 
to tho successful -candidates (duly qual- 
ified) from the Royal ^Military College 
at Kingston, Canada. This, though a 
small matter, is at least a practical 
proof that wo at home are ready to 
give as well as to take the advantage 
which must accrue from closer union 
and more practical co-operation than at 
present exists. I need not, on the eve 
of n great jiublic enquiry, enlarge on 
the past, but simply express my con- 
viction that had tho facts bearing on 
the wholly inoperative character of 
Lord Cardwell's Acts — to which my 
notice of motion referred — come to be 
taken in conjunction with the present 
position, growth and development of the 
Colonial mercantile mtu'ine, my .san- 
guine anticipation of carrying my mo- 
tion would have been fully justified." 
He expresses the hope that the "public 
at homo and abroad will not expect 
too much in the shape of finality from 
the labours of ft Commission in which 
the particular rights and local interests 
of the great Colonies do not appear to 
be adequately represented in any direct 
manner. Few people realize the dif- 
ficulties of the position, and still fewer 
appreciate the magnitude of the ques- 
tion to be solved, because they do not 
underfstand that following and undor- 
lying the subject of Imperial defence is 
the prospectively all-important one of 
tra^B and tariSs."

DiBalloirance in British Oolum'bia. 



[Toronto Olobo,] 

The farmers on the mainland of Bri- 
tish Columbia arc .specially thankful for 
tho disallowance of an Act passed some 
time ago by the Local Legislature of 
that Province which, if it had been en- 
forced, would have taken the whole of 
the hard earnings of years to meet the 
demands of the Crown Lands Office. 
All the farmers in arrears to Govern- 
ment wero by this Act to have had 24 
per cent, added to their indebtedness if 
they did not pay up at once, while their 
lands and all their belongings wero to 
bo sold if they could not otherwise 
satisfy the Government demands. Near- 
ly all of those in this position, we are 
told, had como to the colony a few 
years ago; hail taken up land in the 
expectation of the Pacific Railway be- 
ing speedily put under construction and 
had gone to considerable expenses ii'i 
buildings and other improvements. 
Thoy had expected that the Govern- 
ment would deal generously with them 
in the eireiinistanco.s. Instead of thiw 
they found to their dismay that a law 
was pas.scd requiring them to pay up 
at once on pain of being charged 24 per 
cent, penalty, and of their being dis- 
possessed by summary jirocess. 

Nothing was oxpocted oven by the 
Government from carrying out tho 
measure but the utter ruin of almost 
all the farmers on the Lower Fraser. 
Tho Finance Minister of the Province 
was, however, prepared to carry out 
the measure to its bitter and ruinous 
end, when tho Dominion authorities, 
though ready enough to oblige their 
friends, stepped in and .saved the Prov- 
ince from a great calamity, and many 
of the farmers from a grievous wrong. 
While we say this, we cannot help 
adding that it will' always be found a 
very delicate and difficult matter for 
Governinents to deal with defaulters in 
the ninttcr of land, and hence that it is 
always best to liavo exceedingly moder- 
ate charges for lots, und to insist upon 
)iurcha8es being made in cash. l?'ar 
botter to take one-half and have no 
trouble with arrearages or interest than 
to keep accounts and push defaulters. 
It is so easy to got up excuses for be- 
ing unable to meet paj'incnts to Gov- 
ernment, while to collect in such cir- 
cumstances is always a difficult and 
unpleasant business.

BiiitLi.v, Oct. 2. — The North German 
Gazette, replying to an article of tho St. 
Petersburg Golot; which declared Russik 
independent of any attempt to isolate 
her in Europe, says: "Prussia and her 
friends in Germany supported Russia 
in the peace of Adrainople, in tho 
Polish wars of 1821 and 18G3, and in 
tho Crimean war. If the friends of the 
Golo.i considers this support unimport- 
ant, then their own attitude is re- 
sponsible. If Germany is compelled to 
look elsewhere for the support which 
she had found in her relations with 
Russia, Germany's policy will remain a 
peaceful one, and she will seek only 
peace-loving support, If the Golon and 
its coadjutors wish to repel the only 
strong and trustworthy friend upon 
whom Russia could count, it is quite 
probable that they may attain that 
object by continuing in the path upon 
which tliev have entered."
